fter 20 years of teaching, Mary 

Pabst, PhD, RN, has modified 

her strategy. She traded in her 
chalk for a computer mouse and her 
blackboard for a terminal before step- 
ping into her new, virtual classroom. 

At the start of 1999, Pabst 
began teaching Nursing 501: Concepts, 
Theories and Models, on the Internet, 
the first course of its kind offered by 
the College of Nursing. 

Although the course title is not 
new, the way students are taught is. 
Instead of attending classes, students 
log on to a Web site to access the — 
syllabus and to get their assignments. 
Just as they would do in a classroom, 
students are expected to write papers 
and to take tests. But having access to 
class notes 24 hours a day, from any 
computer with Internet access, is 
inviting for students unable to attend 
classes during the day, says Pabst, the 
distance-learning coordinator for the 
College of Nursing. She is also an 
assistant professor in the Department 
of Maternal Child Nursing. 

“This is a graduate-level course, 
so these students are already practicing 
registered nurses,” Pabst says. “It’s not 
always possible for them to get off 
work and come to class. This gives 
them an opportunity to take an entire 
course online.” 

Although Pabst doesn’t regularly 
talk to her students face-to-face, she

College’s first Internet course. Students can access class materials using a computer. 


has found a way to encourage their 
participation. On the Web site, Pabst 
posts questions to which students are 
required to respond. The students’ 
postings have generated lively online 
discussions, she says. 

“T think there has been more 
interaction among students with the 
online class,” Pabst says. “I’ve been 
trying to let the students pull answers 
and responses out of each other.” 

Michelle Agnoli, RN, is one of 
18 students enrolled in Nursing 501. 
She works in the Section of Infectious 
Disease at Rush during the day. 

“The advantage of this course is that I 
don’t have to take time off to go to 
class,” she says. “It is less hectic.” 

Classes taught over the Internet 
are becoming a choice for students 


searching for a college, Pabst says. 
Rush began receiving inquires about 
such courses about two years ago. 

“It’s becoming the wave of the 
future,” Pabst says. “Universities are 
going to have to offer Internet courses 
if they are going to stay in business,” 
Pabst says. 

The College of Nursing will offer 
more Internet courses in the future but 
will limit the number of these because 
students still need to interact with 
professors and patients. 

“A big part of the reason students 
choose Rush University is because we 
have a reputable clinical practice 
environment,” Pabst says. “We don’t 
want to teach them in a vacuum and 


then let them practice in the real 
world.” 
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Rush is model classroom for Korean home health nurses

ome people travel great dis- 

tances to learn the lessons Rush 

has to offer. Last winter, 11 
home health nursing students and 
one faculty member from the Univer- 
sity of Korea came to Rush to discov- 
er how the United States teaches and 
practices home health nursing. 

In the early 1990s, the Korean 
government initiated a program to 
implement home health care nation- 
wide. As part of that initiative, the 
University of Korea established a 
year-long certified program in home 
health nursing. 

But even with the classrooms 
and instructors in place, there were 
gaps in the educational experience, 
says Hosihn Ryu, PhD, MPH, a facul- 
ty member at the University of 
Korea. 

To be home health nurses, it 
helps to see how experienced profes- 
sionals deliver care in patients’ 
homes. In Korea, there are limited 
opportunities to do that, says Ryu. 

During their two weeks here, 
the nurses had many opportunities to 
see how Rush staff handle the duties 
associated with home health care. 

“A key part of the educational 


experience was for the nurses to have 
the opportunity to spend their time 
observing home health and hospice 
visits,” says Susan Breakwell, RN, 
MS, an instructor in Rush’s Depart- 
ment of Community and Mental 
Health Nursing who organized course 
activities for the visit. 

At the Medical Center, nurses 
observed how staff coordinates home 
health care for patients requiring 
medical attention after hospital dis- 
charge. Other stops on their visit 


included Oak Park Hospital, the 
Accolade Adult Day Care center, 
the CORE Center and the Johnston 
R. Bowman Center for the Elderly. 
A highlight of the trip was a 
dinner party at the Robert W. Ses- 
sions House of Rush University, host- 
ed by Rush CEO and president Leo 
M. Henikoff, MD, and his wife, 
Carole. To celebrate the occasion, 
the Korean nurses dressed in tradi- 
tional gowns and sang songs from 


their homeland.

Nurse brings parenting program to low-income families

eborah Gross, DNSc, RN, 

professor of Community and 

Mental Health Nursing, 
began her career as a clinical nurse 
specialist for Children’s Psychiatric 
Hospital at University of Michigan 
Medical Center. While there she saw 
low-income families who needed 
guidance in raising their children, 
which prompted her to action. 

At Rush, she and a team of 
nurses are trying to stop problems 
before they begin. Through a 12-week 
program, they help people hone their 
parenting skills and teach them how 
to maintain firm but nurturing rela-

tionships with their children. 

“Our program teaches parents 
to be clear about what they want to 
reinforce in their children,” she says. 
“For example, parents should not set 
a lot of unnecessary rules on their 


children, because they won’t be able 
to follow through on all of them.” 

Gross adapted the parent-train- 
ing program based on a model devel- 
oped by Carole Webster-Stratton, a 
researcher at the University of Wash- 
ington in Seattle. 

What makes Gross’s program 
different from others is that it uses 
videotaped vignettes to indicate both 
good and bad parenting techniques. 

“Parents in other programs are 
expected to read stacks of educational 
materials before each meeting,” Gross 
says. “Then they are expected to re- 
member and discuss what they have 
gleaned in a group setting. Some-

times, that’s a lot to ask of a person.” 

According to Gross, the visual 
component of her program helps each 
parent see what is right and what is 
wrong. 

“After we show a vignette of a 
parent making some typical mistakes 
with his or her child, a group of parents 
critiques the video,” she says. “They 
weigh what the parent in the video 
could have done better and what the 
parent did well.”

Institutes of Health has funded for five 
years, is in its fourth year at Rush. More 
than 240 parents have already 
participated.

“We want to put together our 
own series of video vignettes that will 
feature more single parenting and 
multiple children households,” she says. 
“That would be more relevant to the 
parents in our program.” 

Her team has already received 
many support letters from parents who 
want the program to continue beyond 
five years. 

“Although these parents are busy 
or stressed, they still participate in this 
program because they want to be better 
parents,” Gross says. “Some of them 
even complete the program more than 
once.”
